President Moise Tshombe 
from Elizabethville blast­ 
ed hopes here today for a 
quick settlement of the 
Congo crisis. 
Top diplomatic sources 
said 
Tshombe had fled to neighboring 
Northern Rhodesia, creating a new 
crisis at a time when U.N. offi­ 
cials had begun to sense a break 
in the Katanga situation. 
A U.N. spokesman announced 
Friday night that the Katangese 
leader had slipped out of his cap­ 
ital Friday, but added "we do not 
know Tshombe's destination.” 
But the high diplomatic sources 
said "we understand Tshombe 
left Elisabethville at high speed 
by car for Rhodesia” by way of 
the border town of Kipushi, IS 
miles away. 
Sir Roy Welensky, who is pro- 
Tshombe, is prime minister of the 
Central Rhodesian Federation. He 
conferred with the Katangese lead­ 
er two weeks ago in the federa­ 
tion capital of Salisbury. 
Dampens Optimism 
The report that Tshombe once 
more had fled damped the eau 
tious optimism which several dip­ 
lomatic sources had indicated ear­ 
lier on the basis of reports from 
Undersecretary Ralph J. Bunche 
about his trip to the Congo. 
Bunche, who returned from Le­ 
opoldville Thursday night, was un­ 
derstood th have reported Friday 
that the Congo situation was 
much improved. Diplomatic sourc­ 
es said top U.N. officials had be­ 
lieved Tshombe was ready to co­ 
operate with the United Nations in 
ending his secession and reuniting
